LDS  Conference 
eagerly  awaited 


-General  Conference  is  always  eagerly  awaited  by  LDS  people,  but 
rarely,  if  ever,  have  we  seen  the  level  of  anticipation  that  is  present  now, 
on  the  eve  of  the  October  1979  conference. 

Even  in  light  of  significant  changes  of  the  past  few  years,  this  con¬ 
ference  could  become  known  as  the  beginning  of  a  new  era.. Recent  an¬ 
nouncements  from  church  headquarters  indicate  a  movement  toward 
consolidation  of  meetings,  with  the  intention  of  giving  the  teaching 
responsibility  more  fully  to  the  home.  This  potential  change  alone  is 
sending  waves  of  excitement  throughout  the  church,  and  yet  may  be  only 
the  beginning  of  changes  which  will  need  to  be  made  as  the  church  faces 
worldwide  expansion  and  rapid  growth. 

A  walk  around  Temple  Square  during  conference  weekend  illustrates 
the  fact  we  are  not  becoming,  we  are  a  worldwide  church,  with  worldwide 
influence.  A  single  conference  session  is  likely  to  be  attended  by  people 
from  all  corners  of  the  earth.  As  President  Spencer  W.  Kimball  has  re¬ 
quested,  we  are  expanding  our  scope  and  vision  and  quickening  our  pace. 
Future  General  Conferences  will  surely  reflect  the  necessities  of  an 
emerging  worldwide  organization. 

Besides  seeing  the  church  expand  and  change,  it  will  also  be  our  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  hear  from  men  we  sustain  to  be  inspired  representatives  of  the 
Lord.  Many  times,  we  feel;  this  privilege  is  taken  for  granted  or  passed  off 
for  something  less  than  it  is.  Their  messages  are  timely  and  pertinent. 
They  teach  us  how  to  solve  today’s  problems  and  live  in  today’s  world. 

We  encourage  everyone  to  pay  close  attention  to  General  Conference 
proceedings  and  strive  to  integrate  teachings  learned  there  in  our  lives.  □ 
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
